surrendered after fighting In the 
Easter uprising in 1916. 
Then they clasped hands. 
The accord provided for term ­ 
ination of trade and financial dis­ 
putes 
and 
for Ireland to be re­ 
sponsible for her own defense. 
Chamberlain 
added

trophy to his belt in his “realis­ 
tic” appeasement policy. 
Duties Abolished 
Highlights of the treaty, which 
did not touch on the question of

payments formerly were collected 
by the London

3. Ireland will continue to pay 
£250,000 ($1,250,000) 
annually 
to settle debts for property dam­ 
aged during rebellions. 
4. Britain 
and 
Ireland 
both 
abolish retaliatory duties 
which 
were the outgrowth of the trade 
war of the last six years. 
Runs 8 Years 
5. Ireland generally gains free 
access to British markets. 
6. Certain . British goods will 
get preferential treatm ent in the 
Ireland m arket; British coal will 
enter Ireland free as 
against 
a 
three-shilling (75 cents) duty on 
foreign coal. 
7. Ireland undertakes to scale 
duties on her tariff-protected in­ 
fant industries to a level allowing 
“reasonable 
competition” 
from 
British producers 
and 
manufac­ 
turers. The latter will have an au­ 
dience before the prices commis­ 
sion to be appointed toward that 
end. 
8. Both governments intend to 
consult frequently in order to reg­ 
ulate trade by 
quantitative 
re­ 
strictions. 
The treaty is to run for three 
years upon ratification by 
both 
parliaments.

should be given six months before 
the end of that period, it will con­ 
tinue to remain in force until six 
months after a notice of term ina­ 
tion is given.

Virginia County Has Funeral Day 
For 45 Victims Of Mine Tragedy 


Grundy, Va., April 25. (ZP)— It 
was “ funeral day” in 
Buchanan 
county today.

All mines were closed— there is 
practically no industry 
in 
the 
county except mining— while fam ­ 
ilies and friends arranged services 
for a score of men among the 45 
killed Friday by the explosions in 
the Red Jacket coal mine 
near 
here. 
Other bodies were sent to 
homes in adjoining states. 
The Garden Creek school, only 
large rural school which has not 
closed for the 
year, 
suspended 
classes 
today 
and many of the 
pupils attended the funerals. 
Freshly turned graves were in 
evidence near mountains 
cabins. 
The idea of a mass funeral for the 
explosion dead was not consider­ 
ed. 
Because 
there 
were 
not 
plough ministers to go around, 


the services were 
conducted 
in 
many cases by relatives or friends. 
Meanwhile, 
state 
inspectors 
studied the explosion-torn mine to 
determine the cause of the blast. 
The inspectors gave no indications 
of their findings, but Mine Fore­ 
man Henry Cook expressed 
the 
belief it was a coal dust explosion.

ers of both parties spoke of ac­ 
tion at this session a 3 a distinct 
possibility. 
Aimed At Rich 
In efect, Mr. Roosevelt asked 
the supreme court to overturn 
past court decisions which, he 
said, had encouraged “ men with 
great means” to lock up substan­ 
tial portions of their funds in tax 
exempt securities. He said that 
court decisions had led to a sys­ 
tem of reciprocal immunity, un­ 
der which income from federal 
bonds were exempted from state 
taxation, and vice versa. 
But, he added, more recent 
rulings indicated the courts them­ 
selves were questioning this posi­ 
tion. 
“Therefore,” he said, “it is not 
unreasonable to hope that Judi­ 
cial decision may find it possible 
to correct it.” 
Ford Coming Wednesday 
Mr. Roosevelt's message was 
one of tw’o affecting business and 
finance which he Had annrunced 
would go to the capitol this week. 
The other, discussing the ques­ 
tion of monopoly and the anti­ 
trust laws, was expected on fr i­ 
day. 
Meanwhile, he arranged a fur­ 
ther series of conferences with 
federal official? and others in 
preparation for making the new 
administration 
spending-lending 
recovery program 
operative as 
quickly as congress maxes the 
appropriations. 
In addition his schedule called 
for a luncheon visit from Henry 
Ford on Wednesday, and a dis­ 
cussion

New Deal economic doctrine. The 
meeting was generally regarded 
as part of an adm inistration ef­ 
fort to get on better term s with 
business before starting the new 
economic program. 
Relies On Amendment 
Opposition to Mr. Roosevelt’s 
proposals for taxiing the income 
form state and federal bonds and 
salaries seemed to be based upon 
questions 
of 
procedure 
rather 
than of objective. Senator Borah 
(R-ld&ho) and Senator King (B- 
Utah) 
held, for instance, that 
some phases of the recommenda­ 
tions could be accompolished only 
by a constitutional amendment. 
Mr. Roosevelt, however, refer­ 
red to th at method of accomp­ 
lishing his purposes as a “cum­ 
bersome and uncertain remedy”. 
Moreover, he indicated it w’as 
unnecessary. 
The sixteenth amendment, he 
said, “expressly authorized the 
congress ‘to lay and collect taxes 
on incomes, from whatever source 
deprived.’ ” 
“That is plain language,” he 
added. 
“Fairly 
construed 
this 
language would seem to authorize 
taxation of income derived from 
state and municipal, as well as 
federal, bonds, and also income 
derived from state and municipal 
as well a? federal offices.” 
Salaries Now Exempt 
(State and municipal salaries 
are now exempt from federal tax­ 
ation, and vice versa. As in the 
case of bonds. Mr. Roosevelt pro­ 
posed to abolish this reciprocal 
immunity. States could tax fed­ 
eral bonds and salaries; The fed­ 
eral government could levy on 
state bonds and salaries^) 
“ I lay before the congress,” he 
said, “the statem ent th at a fair 
and effective progressive income 
tax and a huge perpetual reserve 
of tax-exempt bonds cannot exist 
side by side.” 
Referring to the factor of court 
decisions, he said:

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Tour of Drummond Island Deer 
Yard Shows Why Large Number 
Starve During Severe W inters 


Evidence as to why deer, 
es­ 
pecially the younger and smaller 
anim als die during severe 
win­ 
ters In the crowded deer yards 
was shown In an 
unmistakable 
manner during a deer yard tour 
conducted by men of the 
game 
division of the conservation de­ 
partment Sunday on Drummond 
Island. I. H. Bartlett, state deer 
yard Investigator for the division, 
conducted the tour party and at 
the deer yard led a discussion of 
th e situation. 
The party made up of 29 per­ 
sons met on Sunday morning at 
the settlem ent of Drummond, on 
th e Island, and In a caravan of 
automobiles crossed the Island to 
the Johnswood area where a hike 
of a little over two miles brought 
the men to the heart of the Jar- 
vinen marsh In the Bass 
Cove 
deer yard. 
Here the 
men 
found 
dense 
cedar cover that had been brows­ 
ed clean up to a heighth of more 
than six feet from the ground and 
an alm ost com plete absence of 
young growth on the ground, In 
the openings there were a 
few 
young cedars, balsam and spruce, 
none of 
which 
showed 
green 
^ h ig h e r than about eighteen inch- 
^ p s from the ground, 
From 
the 
conditions it was easy to recon­ 
struct the winter appearance of 
the yard when with snow on the 
ground nothing green would be 
showing for a height of 
nearly 
five feet. 
One dead deer had been located 
and was shown to the party. The 
animal, a doe, had been shot in 
the leg and thus crippled had 
been unable to survive, 
despite 
the unfavorable weather of 
the 
past winter. Other than the crip 
pled doe no starved 
deer 
were 
found on the island this spring, 
although members of the party 
saw bones of anim als which died 
previously. 
Roosevelt Haken, resident con­ 
servation officer on 
the 
island 
since 1929 gave the history of the 
deer herd on th e island. 
He said that according to old 
settlers who had lived more than 
fifty years on the 
island, 
the 
first deer known on the island ap­ 
peared in 1900 when 
seven 
or 
eight were seen. They increased 
rapidly because of the excellent 
food conditions and doubtless also 
because of little 
hunting. 
The 
island has a population of only 
490 persons, according to the last 
census. 
The first intim ation that food 
supply was being curtailed was In 
1927 when a logger on the island 
reported that 150 dead deer had 
been found on the island. 
An 
Investigation at that time failed 
to substantiate the report as to 
the large number of deer 
dying 
and the dead 
deer 
that 
were 
found were regarded as an 
odd 
case as the belief throughout the 
state was that deer would 
not 
concentrate in such large 
num­ 
bers as to cause wholesale starva­ 
tion. 
Browse Line Formed 
That the browse line apparent 
today Is not a 
sudden 
appear­ 
ance, was brought out by Haken 
who said that when he came to 
the island it was already visible 
on the yard visited. Today, 
he 
added the browse line is begin­ 
ning to show on all of the yards 
on the island. At the tim e 
that 
Hakeu noticed the browsed 
out 
condition he reported it to 
the 
department officials and because 
of the widespread disbelief In the 
possibility of serious 
starvation 
nothing was done. 
In the spring of 1925 a large 
number of deer died in the spring 
after leaving the yard and be­ 
fore new growth could furnish a 
summer * food supply. 
Investiga­ 
tions revealed the Bass Cove yard 
was completely overbrowsed and 
the Potagannlsslng on the north­ 
ern part of the Island was begin­ 
ning to show a browse line in the 
cedar. 
Then came the severe winter of 
1935-36 and in 
the 
spring 
of 
*1936 42 dead fawns were found 
by six men in one-half day In the 
^B ass Cove area. It is estimated 
Ballat 600 deer starved in this one 
^ a r d alone. Local ’ reaction 
de­ 
veloped into a request to 
have 
th e department feed 
the 
deer. 
After a discussion of conditions 
and remedies the 
most 
logical 
solution seemed to be herd con 
trol. 
The island Is an Isolated area 
and relatively accurate lnforma 
tion can be 
obtained 
regarding 
th e number of hunters and 
the 
plumber of deer killed during any 
g>ne season, Between 700 and I, 
f000 hunters hunt there each year 
•n d about 290 bucks are remov 
ad each season. The area of 
the 
island being approximately 
130 
pquare m iles, this 
means 
that 
d eer hunters are killing 
about 
th ree buoks per square m ile on 
th e Island. Estim ates of the deer 
fm pvlatlon of the 
Island 
made 
from the observations of officers, 
Chunters and residents are 
that 
th e total number Is in the neigh­ 
borhood of five thousand. 
And 
Jibe sex ratio, 
from 
the 
sam e 
Bourses, seem s to be one buck for 
wash six other deer or In all prob­ 
ability: one buck, three does and 
flhree fawns. From this informa­ 
tion it is supposed that the

W ith local public 
sentim ent 
in 
favor of this, it only remains now

I H. Bartlett, state deer yard 
investigator, told of the 
similar 
conditions existing in other yard­ 
ing areas, principally in the low­ 
er peninsula, and L. A. 
Daven­ 
port, who has been 
conducting 
feeding experiments at 
Casino, 
told of the results there and gave 
figures 
showing 
that 
feeding 
would be impractical 
from

standpoint of cost.

W ashington, D. C.-—The com­ 
m ander of the M arquette life sav­ 
ing station this week became one 
of the beneficiaries of the greatest 
wholesale 
promotion of w arrant 
officers in the history of the U. S. 
Coast Guard, it was revealed to­ 
day by treasury officials. 
Boatswain Thomas E. Deegan, 
commander of the station since 
January IO, 1917. was advanced 
to Chief Boatswain, with tho pro­ 
motion for pay and seniority pur­ 


posed taking effect as of Feb. 15. 
Deegan’s advancement was one 
of 4 9 given other lifesaving boat­ 
swains, and one of 232 such pro­ 
motions in all arms of the coast 
guard service. 
In the mass step­ 
up, 
sea-goiug 
boatswains, 
gun­ 
ners, radio electricians, machin­ 
ists, 
carpenters 
and pay clerks 
were elevated to chief w arrant of­ 
ficers rank by the zoesens. 
The raise came as the result of 
agitation by the w arrant officers 
themselves against the stagnation 
of their position, contrasted with 
the periodical promoting of regu­ 
lar commissioned officers, such as 
ensigns or higher ranks. 
The w arrant officers had asked 
for legislation providing for a six- 
year promotion law. 
Instead, by 
order of President Roosevelt, Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau set up examining boards all 


over the country to test warrant 
officers eligible for advancement. 
Chief 
Boatswain Deegan was 
appointed boatswain January IO, 
1917 and immediately was assign­ 
ed 
to 
the 
Marquette station 
where he bas remained in com­ 
mand ever albee. 
His prior ser­ 
vice totalled more than 22 years.

charges of carrying concealed weapons 
he was accused of having a trench knife 
in his belt. 
All things considered, 
you 
might have supposed that this son of the 
Fatherland 
would 
get 
pretty 
abrupt 
treatm ent in the court. 
But it didn’t work out that way. 
Tried 
before a judge who was himself an Ameri­ 
can war veteran, and defended by a Jew­ 
ish lawyer, the German was found 
not 
guilty and discharged. 
And the judge, 
in discharging him, remarked 
on 
this 
strange combination of facts and added: 
’’This situation in an American 
court 
proves the worth-whileness of American­ 
ism, a fair application of the law to 
all 
defendants regardless of nationality.” 
Now there are, when you stop to think 
about it, 
precious few 
places 
in 
the 
world today where a thing like th at could 
have happened; which is ju st another way 
of saying that exact justice as an abstract 
quality is honored in only a handful 
of 
countries nowadays. 
There are too many 
passions loose in the hearts of men for the 
spirit of fair play to get much, chance to 
exert itself. 
It would be going altogether too far, of 
course, to say that all American courts, at 
all times and places, display 
the 
even- 
tempered fairness which m arked this case 
in New York. 
We have a long and sorry 
record of incidents of the opposite sorts. 
Yet the ideal does remain. It is there all 
the time for us to shoot at, and because 
It is there we do hit it now and then. At 
the very least, it does give us a soil, so to 
speak, which is favorable to the growth 
if fair play and tolerance. 
And even that much, little as it is, 
is 
worth a great deal. It is the 
lump 
that 
leavens the loaf. 
For before the oppres­ 
sion and brutality which curse, the world 
today can take hold of a 
people, 
th a t 
ideal must be discarded. 
People m ust be 
persuaded that it is a false 
value 
that 
needs to be discarded. 
They m ust cease 
even to respect it as an abstraction. 
We haven’t got to that point. However 
far we may fall short of our ideal, 
the 
ideal itself is still there to beckon us on. 
Some day, lf we continue to look at it— 
and to get. every so often, concrete ex­ 
amples of the way it works out in actual 
practice— we shall reach the place where 
we can turn It into a daily reality.

SAVING CHILDREN 
(Milwaukee Jo u rn al) 
W hat is your community doing to im­ 
prove child health and to 
lessen 
delin­ 
quency among children? 
Have you ever asked yourself that ques­ 
tion? If not, why not? Surely, as 
an 
in­ 
telligent citizen, you know th at it is only 
by saving children that the future of the 
country itself can be saved. 
Surely you know that your community, 
however small, is just as im portant 
in 
proportion to its size as any other com­ 
munity in the land. Knowing these things, 
w'hat are you doing about them? 
It used to be the fashion in large cities 
for “ interested persons” every so often to 
make a survey of “conditions.” 
Tho in­ 
terested persons unfortunately lost their 
interest with the drafting of the survey 
report. Usually nothing constructive came 
out of their “studies.” 
There is less of that in the cities these 
days— less minute m easuring of lacks and 
more determination to do something about 
the defects that stand out like 
a 
sore 
thumb, the defects th at anybody can see 
without tedious surveying and the deadly 
compilation of statistics. 
The larger cities are going somewhere 
these days, albeit slowly and hesitatingly. 
But how about the smaller cities, the vil­ 
lages and the unincorporated pluces? 
Smaller places in Wisconsin can. if they 
will, do as good a job of social service for 
children as the larger places. Frequently 
they can do a better Job at a lower cost. 
Take recreation, for example. Recreation 
is a highly complex and expensive thing 
in a city like 
Milwaukee. 
Recreational 
facilities must be varied and 
multiplied 
by neighborhoods. In a small community 
the m atter is much simpler. 
It Is the same with many things. Even 
social case work of an acceptable stand­ 
ard can be (airted on in a small place at 
a lower cost per capita than in a 
large 
city, if the direction is local and the unit 
to be served atrickly limited. 
ave you as a citizen considered 
these 
things? Have you considered how a little 
thought on your part of 
other 
citizens 
might be applied to make your commun­ 
ity more conscious of its 
child 
welfare 
problems and of ways to meet them ? 
Problems exist everywhere. In the big 
cities interested groups are applying them ­ 
selves to meet them. 
T here is no reason 
why similar groups should not work 
in 
smaller places. 


W ashington, D. C.— Never before In the 
history of the gold standard has monetary 
gold been so unevenly distributed among 
the nations of the world as now. The pre­ 
cious 
metal 
dodges 
back 
and 
forth 
across the seas, either actually in physical 
form or through 
bookkeeping 
transfers 
and earm arking, like a shuttlecock. 
Na­ 
tions once rich in gold have little, while 
those form erly not 
notable 
for 
their 
hoards have more than they desire. 
To begin with, it should be pointed out 
that while all nations are theoretically off 
the gold standard in that their paper cur­ 
rency no longer is redeemable in 
metal, 
actually th e gold standard rem ains the one 
measure of currency worth. 
In quoting 
currency values the measure of worth is 
in relation to the old gold 
standard *— 
how much th at currency is off. There is 
no new standard and there is 
no 
com­ 
petent evidence that there will be so long 
as the capitalist system has a hold in the 
world. Anomalous as it may seem, com­ 
munist Soviet Russia which utterly 
re­ 
pudiated the capitalist system 
in 
1917, 
must still calculate its foreign exchanges 
in term s of the gold standard, and, more­ 
over, Russia today is the second largest 
gold producer in the world. 
The gold game of tag going on at pres­ 
ent. is due to various 
manifestations 
of 
timidity, mostly of political origin but not 
wholly. Economic forces have 
played 
a 
part, as always, in the movements 
In countries w here 
political 
policies 
have seemed somewhat hostile to private 
ownership or control of gold, or even 
of 
other property, a flight of capital 
takes 
place. 
No m atter how strict the regula­ 
tions which such countries as 
Germany 
and Italy have placed upon the transfer 
of gold, securities or evidences of owner­ 
ship in any form outside such countries, 
transfers continue surreptiously 
to 
take 
place. 
Certainly the flow has been dimin­ 
ished by the embargoes but never 
com­ 
pletely stopped. 


— HOLDINGS IN flWITZERLEND 
AND HOLLAND— 
Switzerland is one of th e sm aller coun­ 
tries of the world both in population 
and 
territory and its export 
products 
have 
never brought in very much. The tourist 
trade is the big source of outside revenue. 
And yet Switzerland, or th e Swiss 
Nat­ 
ional Bank, now holds the huge sum 
of 
1700,000,000 In gold. 
This vast wealth is 
not owned by Swiss nationals, not at all. 
It is there for safe-keeping and represents 
fugitive gold from other countries. 
Switzerland’s long tradition of neutral­ 
ity in the politics of Europe has resulted 
in widespread growth of confidence 
in 
the little Republic. The present is not the 
first tim e gold and securities have fled to 
Switzerland for safety. 
To illustrate that Swiss banks do 
not 
regard the inflow »<( gold as an 
unmixed 
blessing .it may be stated that the com­ 
mercial banks (here, instead of 
paying 
deposit interest as usual, for some months 
now have been imposing what is called a 
safe-keeping charge of I per 
cent. 
In 
other words, to have your gold safe in 
a 
traditionally neutral country 
you 
must 
pay a storage charge as you 
would 
on 
furniture stored. Nevertheless, in 
spite 
of this charge, Swiss gold holdings have 
risen m ore (hun $50,000,000 
since 
the 
first of the year. 
Holland has long been a great banking 
and trading center but never before has it 
held gold in such amounts as at present. 
Holland, too, has a tradition of neutrality 
but not nearly so long a one as 
Switzer­ 
land. 
Yet today Holland finds herself in 
churge of nearly $1,000,000,000 in gold. 
Tins may be compared with the $600,- 
000,000 which was all the Bank of Eng­ 
land held at tile time Great Britain 
sus­ 
pended th e gold standard back in 1931. 
Greatly increased confidence 
in 
Great 
Britain, coupled with lier balanced budget 
and her sustantial economic recovery, has 
sent tile British gold holdings up to about 
$2,700,000,000. 
F u rth e r to emphasize the mal-distribg- 
tlon of gold in the world, it may be m en­ 
tioned that of all the monetary gold 
in 
the entire world the United States 
holds 
almost exactly half or approximately $18,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 .0 0 0 . Monetary gold la gold th a t la 
either in the form of actual gold coin or 
in bullion held in banks of issue as secur­ 
ity against note issues or Government obli­ 
gations. When these gold stocks are re­ 
ferred to. they do uot include gold used 
in tho industrial or fine arts. It is impos­ 
sible to estimate how much gold all th e 
watches, wedding rings, dishes, 
church 
ornam ents, regalia, and the like 
would 
am ount to.

the committee for industrial organization, 
have not been wise enough to 
find 
out 
what John L. Lewis and his C. I. O. are 
up to. 
Unless appearances are exceeding­ 
ly deceptive, Mr. Lewis has discovered 
n 
device for upsetting the old maxim that 
hard tim es are harder on labor organiza­ 
tions than anything else. 
In these last months, under the person­ 
al direction of Mr. Lewis, 
the 
C. I. O. 
succeeded in establishing “unemployment 
com m ittees” in every city where it 
has 
strong unions, and in each of its unions’ 
locals. 
Because Mr. Lewis and 
his 
ad­ 
visers have not cared to publicize 
their 
achievement, the true significance of the 
new committees has 
been 
all 
but 
un­ 
animously Ignored. They have been 
dis­ 
missed as just one more set of organized 
clamorers for more relief dollars. 
Actually, they are nothing of the sort. 
They ar© Mr. Lewis’s device for 
com ing 
out of the depression with more followers 
than he had when the depression started. 
They are a skeleton political machine cap­ 
able of great expansion. 
And, 
to 
the 
optimistic insiders of the C. I. O., 
they 
are the beginnings of a labor movement 
unlike any this country has seen. 
LABOR FACES DEPRESSION 
The history of the C. I. O.’s by now far­ 
flung network of unemployment com m it- J 
tees is pretty fascinating. 
It begins at a " 
tim e last fall, when Mr. Lewis and 
cer­ 
tain of his advisers realistically conclud­ 
ed that a depression was upon them. They 
knew that the gains of the C. I. O. were 
boom-time gains, and they set them selves 
to finding some means by which the gains 
could be conserved. 
Mr. Lewis’s first invention 
was 
the 
slogan, “every man has a right to a job,” 
with which he keynoted at the C. I. O.’s 
Atlantic City m eeting in 
October. 
The 
unemployment committee was chosen 
as 
the best way of bringing Mr. Lewis’s slo­ 
gan home to the mass of workers. 
The most important step in the 
estab­ 
lishment of the committees was the C. I. 
O.’s adoption of a new rule, excusing un­ 
employed union members from dues pay­ 
ments. 
Hitherto, the great majority 
of 
American unions have made steady dues 
payments a prerequisite of union 
mem­ 
bership. 
When their members have lost 
their jobs, the unions have required them 
to pay up all back dues before allow ing 
them to work as union men 
again. 
By 
excusing Jobless C. I. O. men from 
dues 
payments, Mr. Lewis kept 
the 
C. 
membership alm ost intact. 
The unemployment 
committees 
then established everywhere to give 
jobless, non-dues paying C. I. O. men 
a 
sense of Btlll belonging to 
the 
C. I. O. 
The committees have three duties. 
They 
must tell all unemployed union members 
what their rights are iii the relief set-up 
and how to get relief. 
They must help 
the unemployed on to the relief rolls. And 
they m ust watch over enrollees, to 
see 
that they get everything that is coming 
to them. 
BILL SMITH ORGANIZES 
For the jobless C. I. O. men, the unem­ 
ployment 
com m ittees 
have 
performed 
precisely the same function as the Tam­ 
many district leaders used to perform for 
the poor in their districts. 
The political 
potentialities of the committees are 
ob­ 
vious. 
Less obvious is 
the 
potentiality 
they have of increasing 
C. I. O. 
enroll­ 
ment. 
By a 
shrewd 
arrangement 
of 
Mr. 
Lewis’s, the Jobless C. I. O. men as asked 
to make a sort of bargain with the unem­ 
ployment committees. 
They 
ar© 
given 
valuable help in getting relief. 
In return, 
they are expected to become unpaid C. I. 
O. organisers among other relief 
work­ 
ers. 
In Detroit, for example, the 
unem­ 
ployment com m ittee of the United Auto­ 
mobile Workers' General 
Motors 
local 
finds Bill Smith a place on the WPA. 
In 
return. Bill Smith enrolls in the U. A. W. 
any non-union motor worker who may be 
jobless. 
The newly enrolled jobless are 
excused from dues just as Bill Smith is. 
Thus a new class of C. I. O. members is 
being built up. 
They too are being help­ 
ed by the unemployment committees, and 
Mr. Lewis and his C. I. O. friends count 
on their loyalty in the future. 
Enough of 
them have already come in to make the 
C. I. O.’s depression recruitment remark­ 
ably Impressive.

Brings Lovely 
Pink Blossoms 


The trailing arbutus, loveliest 
flower of the north country and 
among 
the 
earliest 
fragrant 
blooms of spring, is receiving its 
annual 
share 
of attention this 
time of the year, from those who 
buy bouquets 
from 
youngsters 
along the highways and those who 
go into the woods themselves, in 
search of the flowers. 
The flowers grow in abundance 
in northern Wisconsin, where they 
are 
protected 
by 
jaw, and in 
northern Michigan, where they 
are still to be had by anyone who 
wishes them and who finds the 
pink and white blossoms under 
I their covering of green, leathery 
I leaves 
Usually they are found in light, 
sandy soil, such as that in which 
oak and pine trees predominate. 
They require soil decidedly acid 
in character and the decaying oak 
leaves and pine needles furnish 
this. Several other trees general­ 
ly are found in the woods and 
near the clearings which are the 
habitat of the plants, yellow and 
white birch on the higher ground 
and red maples and cottonwoods 
in the lower spots, and in the cold 
bogs which edge these grounds is 
often found a thick growth of ce­ 
dar. 
Of Heath Family 
The arbutus is a member of the 
heath family, to which belong a 
large number of plants both in the 
shruggy 
and 
herbaceous forms. 
Blueberry, huckleberry, bear ber­ 
ry, Jaurel and 
wintergreen 
are 
among these and many of them 
grow with the arbutus. 
It is al­ 
most impossible to transplant it 
to gardens, with any degree of 
success, 
because 
most 
gardens 
cannot furnish the soil conditions 
it needs. 
The average blossoming time is 
between April 20 and May I, but 
this season the flowers have been 
unusually early, with patches in 
many localities in full bloom be­ 
fore Easter.

EARLY FISHING 
MAY BE GOOD 


Some Streams Have Now 
Cleared And Anglers 
Expect Success 


Lansing. 
April 
23 
(JP)— The 
mate 
conservation 
department 
predicted today nearly 
100,000 
anglers would visit trout streams 
for the opening of the 
fishing 
season next Saturday, and 
find 
good fishing in lower peninsula 
waters. 
Fishing conditions, the depart­ 
ment said. probably will not be so 
good in the Upper Peninsula, be­ 
cause the water is rolled and cold­ 
er. 
Experts of the fish division 
said the condition Is usual, 
be­ 
cause of the earlier spring break­ 
up below the Straits. 
A staff survey showed streams 
in Oscoda, Alcona, Iosco and Oge­ 
maw counties were about normal 
for early summer. In the Baldwin 
area, In Lake, Newaygo and Mus­ 
kegon counties, the 
department 
said fishermen would be 
better 
advised to try bait fishing in the 
early days of the season. 
They 
told of having seen large numbers 
of trout feeding on the surface of 
the somewhat muddy waters. 
The surrey showed fishing con­ 
ditions would be best in the At­ 
lanta district, comprising Mont­ 
morency, Alpena and Presque Isle 
counties. 
Waters were at a nor­ 
mal level and rapidly losing the 
•arly-apring chill. 
Celebrate Opening 
Fishers prepared to open the 
season with celebrations at 
two 
point*. West Branch will conduct 
a three-day carnival, Friday, Sat­ 
urday and Sunday. Kalkaska will 
put on a carnival Friday, Satur­ 
day and Sunday. 
Kalkaska will 
put on a carnival Friday and Sat­ 
urday. 
Each will crown queens, 
sponsor fish suppers and conduct 
parades. 
The laws governing the taking. 
of trout are unchanged from last 
season, but the anglers found a 
paradox concerning the purchase 
of rod ITc en sos.

A fisher may obtain for one dol­ 
lar a license entitling him to take 
all types of fish, including trout.

angler may obtain a license 
to 
take all kinda of flab save brook, 
brown and rainbow trout. 
The 
cheaper license may be used joint­ 
ly by husband and wife. 
Permit Bale Brisk 
The conservation 
department, 
which opposed the plan in the leg­ 
islature, said 
it 
had 
brought 
man> protests from anglers. 
License depots reported a brisk 
eale, and predicted between 100,- 
000 and 125,000 persons would 
obtain the dollar permits. 
They 
expected nearly 500,000 persons 
would obtain the 60 cent permits. 
Fred A. Westerman, head of the 
fish division, said much confusion 
resulted from a new provision In 
the fish laws which imposes a re­ 
striction on the take of 
perch 
from the Great Lakes and con­ 
necting waters. 
The limit of 25 perch in a day

To us trout fishermen 
opening 
day means more than a 
fishing 
trip. 
It is the beginning of a new 
order of things; an 
awakening 
from the dreary hibernation 
of 
winter. 
The shackles of Idleness 
that have 
irked 
us for so 
many 
months are bro­ 
ken. 
Maybe last sea­ 
son 
wasn’t 
so 
g o o d . 
Perhaps 
we didn’t get to 
fish all the places 
we had 
wanted 
to; maybe when 
did get out 
we 
were disappoint­ 
ed. But this year 
things 
will 
be 
different. 
Now, truth ful­ 
ly, opening 
day 
fishing is a dubi­ 
ous proposition, 
high and cold, the fish scattered 
and hard to find. 
In early season 
I have taken many 
trout 
from 
places that ordinarily 
are 
dry 
land. 
And the stream may con­ 
tain more fishermen 
than 
fish. 
Nevertheless everyone has a good 
time. 
■Whether we like to adm it or 
not early season is worm 
time. 
W orms washed down by the rush­ 
ing waters are one of the principal 
sources of trout food and to fish 
with them is simply following the 
path of the least resistance. 
That 
in Itself is good fishing tactics. 
“Worm'* Small Creeks 
W orm fishermen 
follow 
two 
general schools of thought. 
One 
uses a single worm, often with a 
worm gang, so hooked that it is 
presented as naturally as possible. 
The worm is fished upstream and 
allowed to drift down on a slack 
line. 
This is the scientific way 
and calls for 
quite 
as 
much 
stream knowledge 
and 
casting 
skill as fly fishing. 
The other school fastens on the 
hook as many worms as it will 
hold, perhaps adding 
a 
small 
spinner to attract the fish, 
and 
likely as not spits on the bait for 
luck. 
Exponents of this method 
fish upstream, downstream or sit 
on the bank. 
Lacking the dignity 
and finesse of the first 
method 
this one has the authority of mass 
popularity and long usage. Since 
a trout confronted by a large gob 
of succulent worms seems to lose 
the good sense he generally shows 
this type of fishing is successful in 
a degree most painful to the pur­ 
ist element. 
Some of the best waters 
for 
worm fishing are 
the 
narrow, 
brush choked creeks that are too 
narrow for fly casting anyway. I 
have known fishermen to use a 
bait casting rod in these with good 
success, creeping along tho bank 
and poking the rod through 
the 
bushes to drop the worm in the 
deep, shaded 
pools 
where 
the 
trout hide. 
A telescope rod which 
can be lengthened out to 
reach 
over the bushes or collapsed to be 
slipped through them admirably 
meets the requirements of 
the 
small creek. 
Streamer Good 
In the northern stream s 
that 
flow into Lake Superior there is 
an added thrill to the early fish­ 
ing. 
Tho big rainbows that spend 
most of the time in the lake are 
in the rivers at this season and 
tro u t of from 5 to IO pounds are 
taken every year. 
A spinner of 
fair size used without bait is per­ 
haps the best lure for the big ones, 
except in the deep holes at 
the 
bottom of which 
there 
is 
not 
enough current to give it action. 
H ere it is advisable to use worms. 
Some anglers, 
however, 
will 
take their fish on flies or leave 
them In the river. 
Large wet 
flies, stream ers and nymphs are 
the best for early season and oft­ 
en produce quite well. The stream ­ 
er worked with the rod tip to imi­ 
tate a swimming minnow is per­ 
haps tho best. 
Ab for me on opening day I ’m 
going to pursue a middle of the 
road course. 
I ’m going to start 
out with worms. 
Then when I 
have three or four nice trout iu 
my creel to Impress other anglers 
and give me moral courage I’ll 
switch to flies. 
But as quitting 
time approaches if the files have 
failed me I ’m going back to the 
worms! 
I like to start out the 
fishing season by catching some 
fish.

No Starving Fish 
Will Greet Early 
Trout Fishermen 


Let no crafty trout fisherman 
think, when he casts his bait or 
fly out onto the water, beginning 
next Saturday, that he is neces­ 
sarily offering quick and 
wel­ 
come tem ptation to starving fish. 
Ordinarily the trout are apt to 
be fairly well fed at the time of 
the opening of tho season. 
Not Too Hungry 
Observations in trout 
feeding 
habits, by fish culturists of the 
departm ent of conservation, have 
indicated that there is more food 
in the water during the winter 
than in tho sum m er and 
except 
during short spells 
of 
extreme 
cold the trout continue 
feeding 
with less interruption than many 
other species such as bass. 
Ap­ 
parently trout enter periods of low 
tem perature with full 
stomachs 
aud may carry somo of the food 
without digestive action until the 
w eather moderates. 
So, the mere offering of some­ 
thing that is supposed to resemble 
food does not necessarily get the 
same response as offering a starv­ 
ing man a roast beef sandwich.

the southern part of the state in­ 
cluding Van Buren.

In addition, about 82.000 lake 
trout have been planted in Lake 
Leelanau and Crystal lake in Ben­ 
zie county. 
The lake trout were yearlings,

mer, fall aud early winter.

SHADOW-BOXING 
ROBIN NOW DUE 


Birds And Fish Defend 
Areas They Take For 
Their Own Use 


This Is about the season when 
some robin will break into 
the 
headlines by carrying on a fero­ 
cious bout with its own image in 
a cellar windowpane. 
It happens 
every year. 
Speculation on a 
possible 
ex­ 
planation of this futile but spec­ 
tacular tra it brings to light, from 
data in the state conservation de­ 
partm ent, the fact th a t birds and 
fish, even as dictators, 
set 
up 
their own special zones into which 
no other anim al may venture with­ 
out a fight. 
Many species of fish, 
during 
the spawning season which comes 
about this .time of year, make cir­ 
cular nests by using their tails and 
fins to fan away sand and silt In 
an attem pt to uncover gravel be­ 
neath, on the bottom of the lake 
or stream they 
inhabit. 
Then 
they take up vigilant guard, hov­ 
ering over the nest and darting 
out viciously at any other 
fish 
which happens to come too close. 
Even a five inch bluegill may be-, 
come quite belligerent during this 
time. 
Just n Guess 
Birds, likewise, will establish a 
territory around their nests, any 
invasion of which is loudly and 
actively resented. 
This habit may 
possibly offer an explanation of 
the windowpane battlers. 
A rob­ 
in, for instance, hopping around 
on the ground In search of food 
within its territorial 
zone 
may 
happen to get within glimpse of a 
cellar window, see its image and 
jump to the conclusion that an ­ 
other robin is trespassing. 
And 
the fight begins, to be repeated 
sometimes for several days at 
a 
stretch. 
Robins have been known 
to return to the same location and 
resume their pecking at the win­ 
dow even after being driven away. 
Ornithologists are careful 
to 
emphasize that they do not really 
know the explanation 
and 
th at 
thus far at least they 
can 
only 
guess about it.

Fisherman's Rod Is 


Outfit's Backbone, 


Line Should Match 


BY KENNETH A. REID 
National Director of the Isaak 
W alton League 
The rod is the backbone of the 
fly outfit and the line must be 
matched to the rod. 
Many cast- 
ing difficulties result from failure 
to appreciate this vital relation­ 
ship. 
The accepted material for 
the rod is split bamboo, although 
some of the new tapered tubular 
steel rods have surprisingly good 
action. 
The rod should be selected for 
casting qualities and comfort 
in 
casting all day long. 
One 
too 
heavy will spoil the pleasure by 
wrist fatigue while one too light 
will lim it ability to reach desir­ 
able water. 
Probably the 
best 
average length is 8 bi feet, 
al­ 
though on eastern streams 
and 
for dry fly work alone, the 8 foot 
rod is ideal. 
W eights are difficult to specify 
because action really counts, and 
this is affected by several other 
factors. 
In best 
grades 
with 
wood reelseat the 
8 
foot 
will 
weigh from 3 3-4 to 4 
ounces, 
while the 8 bi foot will 
weigh 
from 4(4 to 4 5-8. 
For the same 
power, cheaper rods may weigh bi 
ounce more and metal reelseats 
another bi to Vi ounce. 
W ant Even Bend 
Old tim e rods were soft 
and 
whippy compared 
with 
modern 
ones and many were weak in the 
butt and lower second joint. They 
are som etim es erroneously called 
“wet fly” rods— even recommend­ 
ed for wet fly fishing. 
Such ad­ 
vice is rank non-sense. 
The mod­ 
ern “dry fly” rod is very much 
better for either wet or dry fly 
because It is a better casting tool. 
Today some makers have gone to 
the other extrem e with rods too 
stiff, particularly In the butt and 
lower second joint. 
Select one 
with a gradual and 
evenly 
in­ 
creasing curvature from butt to 
tip aud avoid those with practical­ 
ly all the bend in the tip and up­ 
per second Joint. 
Hold the tip 
between the fingers of one hand 
and with the 
other 
forefinger 
about a foot below the upper fer­ 
rule, lift the butt from the floor. 
This will expose defects in taper 
more than the 
most 
judicious 
looking “whipping.” 
The line should be oiled silk 


Impregnated 
throughout 
rather 
than the “enam eled” type, and for 
anything but sm all brooks, should 
be tapered. 
There are so many 
new tapers that it is difficult to 
even suggest 
the 
proper 
size. 
Bearing in mind that you actually 
cast the line rather than the fly, 
weight is the important factor. In 
a 30 yard double taper, the line 
for the 8 foot rod should weigh 
from 3-4 to I ounce. 
This m ight 
be either an HEH or HDH. 
The 
8V& foot rod will likely take the 
HDH. 
With about 25 feet beyond the 
rod top the proper line should flex 
the rod appreciably and have a 
live feel in casting. 
If it does not, 
it is either too light or there is 
too much fine point on the end. 
If the latter, remove 
the 
level 
point a foot at a tim e and note 
the 
improvement— remembering 
that once cut it is gone!

The construction ^ould 
separate most of the park from

the state parks, is empowered to

RAIL PROBLEM 
IS DISCUSSED 


Hopkins Gives Address 
At Rotary Club 
£ 
Meeting Here

The situation confronting rail­ 
road systems and transportation 
problems involved In them 
are 
grossly misunderstood by the pub­ 
lic today due to too many 
per­ 
sons solving the railroad's diffi­ 
culties who are not fully aware of 
the salient facts, stated 
Z. 
G. 
Hopkins, representative 
of 
the 
W estern Association of Railroads, 
at Monday’s meeting of the Rot­ 
ary club. 
The speaker outlined the 
fin­ 
ancial situation of railroads in 
general and told of the problems 
facing them today due to regula­ 
tions. gross 
incomes, 
operating 
expenditures, fixed 
indebtedness 
and bonded indebtedness and the 
changes that have been made in 
these parts of railroad 
manage­ 
ment by public policy controls. 
Hopkins stated that some rail­ 
roads 
need 
financial 
reorgan­ 
ization in order to get out 
from 
under the heavy load of fixed ex­ 
pense they now carry. During the 
first three months of 1938 gross 
revenue has surpassed the same 
period in 1933 by 85 million dol­ 
lars. 
During 
the 
same 
com­ 
parative 
period, 
freight 
rates 
have been reduced six percent and 
passenger rates much more. For 
the same time operating expenses 
of railroads has 
increased 
115 
millions making the 
margin 
of 
gross revenue over operating ex 
pense the smallest in the history 
of the industry. Tho reduction in 
rates alone has accounted for 
loss in gross revenue two and one 
half times more than has the loss 
of gross revenue from 
the 
de­ 
clining amount of business 
the 
railroads are now doing. 
Some students of railroad prob­ 
lems are suggesting mergers and 
consolidations of 
carriers, 
but, 
the speaker said, during his life. 
of railroad work he 
has 
never 
seen consolidations work out sat­ 
isfactory because wages account 
for 60 percent of railroads oper­ 
ating expense. 
Another 
place 
where costs would be cut would 
he in service offered. Neither one 
of these two suggestions are 
a 
solution to the problem, said Hop­ 
kins. 
One feasible 
solution 
is 
to 
make a complete reversal of situ­ 
ations, over which the railroads 
have no control, that 
are 
the 
cause of many of the present ills 
and problems, without retarding 
service or adding to 
the unem­ 
ployed lists.

April 25 KA*)—Th« 
supreme court, by declaring con­ 
stitutional today the r e v i s e d 
municipal bankruptcy act, opened 
the way for S.000 distressed cities, 
towns and other political subdivi­ 
sions to seek adjustment of their 
debts. 
The revised 
law 
provides a 
bankruptcy system under which 
debts can be scaled down under 
certain conditions, if courts ap­ 
prove. 
It was enacted last year 
as a substitute for 
municipal 
bankruptcy legislation invalidated 
by the court in May, 1936. 
The 
tribunal held then, in a 5 to 4 de­ 
cision. that the original act vio­ 
lated states’ rights. 
The majority of the count found 
that the revised statute had been 
"carefully drawn 
so as 
not to 
impinge upon the sovereignty of 
the state,” and that “the state re­ 
tains control of its fiscal affairs.” 
"It la of the essence of sover­ 
eignty to be able to make con­ 
tracts and give consents bearing 
upon the ezertion of governmental 
power." 
Wallace Edict Invalid 
In another decision, the court 
invalidated a 1933 order of Sec­ 
retary Wallace and criticized as 
"fatally defective" a department 
of agriculture proceeding which 
resulted in the order. 
Wallace had reduced the maxi­ 
mum fees collectible by agents 
trading in livestock on a commis­ 
sion basis at tbs Kansas City 
stockyards.
